I, How provided for before the Reformation, 


EFORE the Reformation there was no Occaſion Before the Re- 
for any Law on the Account of the Poor, becauſe formation Con- 
ſuch was the Devotion of our Anceſtors, that there vents took Care 
ſeemed to be a pious Contention among them who 192 
ſhould firſt bring their Offering to the Church; and the 

Biſhop, to whom the Charge of Souls was committed, was for 

that Reaſon thought the fitteſt Perſon to be intruſted with thoſe

By theſe and other ſuperabundant Offerings at Altats, Se- 

pulchers and Shrines of Martyrs, the Church became ſo rich, that 

ſeveral Monaſteries, Priories, Religious Houſes and Hoſpitals, 

were by this Means founded and plentifully endowed, where the 

Poor were ſufficiently relieved, till thoſe Houſes were diſſolved; 

out of whoſe Ruins ſprung up in,a few Years a numerous Encreaſe 

of Poor, -whoſe Miſeries and Neceſlities produced the Statute of 

43 of Queen Elizabeth, c. 2. being the firſt Law made for Relief 

of the Poor-; and which being found ineffectual, has ſince, from 

Time to Time, ſet divers great and good Men, wiſe Ears and 

Breaſts the Cries of the Poor have. pierced, to think on and find

Upright, and whoſe Memory will be venerable and bleſt to the 
lateſt Poſterity, has taken the Pains to write a little Treatiſe on 
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pages on this Subject; and Sir Joſab Child has, in his Treatiſe of 
Expedients to re- Trade, propoſed Methods for Relief of the Poor; and both of them 
hieve the Poor. agree in this, that the beſt Way to relieve the Poor, is to put that 
whole Affair under the ſole Care and Management of an incorporate 
Body of Gentlemen and others, who would make it their Bu- 
ſineſs duly yy and truly to mind and ſuperintend the ſame. In order 
to this, I have ſeen a Scheme, whereby it is propoſed, that his 
Majeſty ſhould, purſuant to an AR of Parliament in that Behalf to 
be made, ſue under the Great Seal his Letters Patent in each 
County of this Kingdom, thereby incorporating ſeveral Gentle- 
men and others, who ſhould have under their ſole Inſpection and 
The beft Me- Management, not only the Relieving all the Poor, but alſo the 
* n. Mending all the Roads aud Highways in every County: And by 
this Scheme it does plainly appear, that in a few Vears there 
would not be one poor Perſon, who was not able to work, unre- 
lieved ; nor one poor Perſon, who was able to work, who would 
want it; nor one bad Way, capable of being made good, nor one 
Turnpike left in the whole dom ; and this without any 
reater Tax or Rate than what is now actually raiſed for the 
oor and Highways. This Scheme was on Foot in December 
1735. and may be further enquired into by any Perſon curious 
after ſuch Things. 
Will prevent This would prevent the many diſmal Objects, who, as ſo many 
the Miferics of ſcandalous Reflections both on Providence and on the publick Laws 
of. of the Kingdom, appear now fo frequent in aur Streets; and who 
daily tell us, that if he who will not work ſhall not eat, ſo he that 
will labaur ought not to ſtarve, as feveral have often done 1 in our 
very Streets. 

This would prevent the Children of our Poor being . up 
in Lazineſs and Beggary, whereby Beggary is entailed from Ge- 
neration to Generation. This is certainly the greateſt Charity ; for 
though he who gives to any in Want does well, yet he who em- 
ploys and educates the Poor, ſo as to render them uſeful to the 
Publick, does better ; for that would be many Hundred Thouſand 
Pounds per Ann. Benefit to this Kingdom.

Streets of London or Weſtminſter, before the Reſtoration of King 
Charles II. but in the 13th and 14th Year of his Reign, an Act 
paſſed, impowering the King to nominate twenty-one Commiſ- 
ſioners, beſides certain others therein named, to ſurvey, order 
and manage the Highways, Streets, &c. of London and Vest. 
minſter, and Suburbs and other Places within the Bills of Mor-

It is true this Act is expired, and it being in a good Meaſure 
copied in moſt of the other Acts ſince made on this Subject, I 
ſhall not tranſcribe any of the Clauſes in it, nor ſhall L inlarge on

By a Statute made 7 V. 3. cap. 3. great Alterations were made 
in Trials of Traitors, for before that Statute Men were commit- 
ted for Treaſon, and their Friends were not ſuffered to come near 
them ; they had neither Pen, Ink or Paper, and did not know for 
what Treaſon they were committed, or by whom accuſed : If by 
Chance any Perſon adviſed them without Leave of the Conrt, he 
was puniſhable ; and if upon the Arraigament the Priſoner defired 
Counſel upon any Point of Law, thoſe Counſel muſt be ready to 
argue it inſlanter, and the Court did give Judgment as ſoon. 

It is true he had Liberty to except againſt any of the Jury, but 
that could be no Advantage to him, becauſe he never had a Copy 
of the Panel to confider againſt whom to except. 

When he produced any Witneſſes, they were not to be ex- 
amined upon Oath, c. 

But by this Statute it is provided, that a Perſon indicted for 
Treaſon, whereby Corruption of Blood may be made, or for 
Miſpriſion of ſuch Treaſon, ſhall have a Copy of the whole In- 
dictment five Days before his Trial, he defiring the ſame ; but 
then this muſt be before he pleads, for afterwards it is too late. 

And this is, that he may adviſe with Counſel, by 
two of whom he may make a full Defence, and his Witneſſes are 
to be examined upon Oath.

4. How Treaſon is to be tried. 


Stat. 26 H. 8. cap. 13. Treaſon committed out of the 
Realm ſhall be inquired of in ſuch County, and before ſuch Per- 
ſons, as the King ſhall appoint by Commiſſion. And upon every 
Indictment and Preſentment ſo found and certified into the King's 
Bench, like Proceſs and Proceedings ſhall be there had and made 

inſt the Offender, as if ſuch Treaſon had been committed 
within this Realm. And all Proceſs of Qutlawry againſt ſuch Of- 
fender, though out of the Realm, ſhall be as good in Law as if the 
ſaid Offender had been reſiant in this Realm, and ſhall incur the 
ſame Forfeitures, &c. 

By Stat. 35 H. 8. cap. 2. all Treaſons, Miſpriſions of Trea- 
ſons, and Concealments of Treaſons committed out of the Realm, 
ſhall be inquired, heard and determined before the Juſtices of the 
King's Bench, or before Commiſlioners in ſuch County as the 
King ſhall aſſign, in like Manner as if the Offence had been com- 
mitted in the {ame Shire where it is ſo inquired, heard and deter- 
mined. But a Peer ſhall be tried by his Peers. 

By Statute 28 H. 8. cap. 15. all Treaſons, Murders, Robberies, 
Piracies, and all other capital Offences committed on the High 
Seas, or within the Admiral's Juriſdiction, ſhall be inquired into, 
tried, heard and determined in ſuch Places and Counties within 
the Realm, as ſhall be limited by the King's Commiſſion, in like 
Manner as if ſuch Offences were done at Land. Though by the 
Civil Law it muſt be tried before the Admiral.

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As for che Trial and Conviction of Offenders before one or Of Conviction 
more Juſtices of Peace, out of th General Seſſions, which is ap- 2 Juſtices of 
pointed and authorized by divers Statutes, it muſt be according to - 
the ſaid Statutes, and not otherwiſe. Sometimes it may be before 
one, ſometimes it cannot be before lefs than two Juſtices of Peace, 
ſometimes it may be out of any Seſſions, ſometimes it muſt be at 
a private Seſſions, ſometimes it is by the Juſtices own View or 
Hearing, ſometimes it cannot be done but by other Proof. But 
where the Statute does not direct the Way, but ſays Juſtices ſhall 
hear and determine, and ſays not how or where, as 26 H. 6. c. 10. 26 Hl. 6. c. 10. 
Eliz. cap.g. there it muſt be by the ordinary Way; which is 5 Elis, c. 9. 
Indictment. And ſo it may be alſo if the Juſtice pleaſe, 
where it may be done another Way. e en 
Sometimes the Statutes ſpeak of Proof, and then it muſt be by 
Proof of Witneſſes only; ſometimes it is by Examination and 
Proof. Sometimes the Conviction is to be by two Witneſſes or 
Confeſſion, ſometimes by Witneſſes or View, ſometimes by View 
or Hearing only, ſometimes by two Witneſſes, View or Confeſ- 
ſion, ſometimes by one Witneſs, View or Confeſſion, ſometimes 
by one Witneſs or View, ſometimes by one Witneſs or Confeſſion, 
ſometimes by View or Information, ſometimes by Proof of one 
Witneſs, ſometimes by Proof of two Witneſſes. In all Caſes the 
Juſtices ought carefully and heedfully to purſue the Direction of 
the Statute. | 
N. B. In theſe Caſes, and all other Cafes where the Juſtice of 
Peace is to take ſuch Examination of Witneſſes, or ſuch other” Ac- 
cuſation or Froof aforeſaid ; though the Statute doth not ex- 
preſly ſet down that it ſhall be upon Oath, yet it is fit that the 
Juſtice doth it upon Oath. For Mr. Brook, and alſo Mr. Lamb. 
517. were of Opinion, that theſe Examinations taken by Juſtices 
of Peace ought always to be upon Oath, the rather becauſe the 
Trial in theſe Cafes depends wholly upon theſe Examinations: Yea 
in all other Caſes, whereſoever any Man is authoriſed to examine 
Witneſſes, ſuch Authority to examine ſhall be taken and con- 
ſtrued to be in ſuch Manner as the Law will, which is only by 
Oath.

And in all Caſes it is of common Right, that the Offender be 
heard, or at leaſt ſummoned, and make Default, before he can 
be legally convicted.

A Vagrant in our Law is one who wanders about without a

A. Vagabond, Vagabundus, qui errat per mundum, is one who 
without a lawful Paſſport wanders about from his Place of legal 
Settlement, and liveth idly and loitring. Bs 

The Wife being a Vagrant Rogue muſt be ſent to her Huſ- 
band, though he be but a Servant in another Town. | 

By Stat. 6 Geo. 1. cop. 19. Juſtices of Peace within their reſpec- 
tive Juriſdictions may commit Vagrants, and other criminal Per- 
ſons charged with ſmall Offences, either to the common Gaol or 
Houſe of Correction, as they in their Judgment ſhall think proper. 

A Vagrant Woman coming to Shelling ferd in Perk/hire, was 
there delivered of a Child, and afterwards went to Cock/avel in 
Glouceſterſhire, and left the Child there, and ran away. Two 
neighbouring Juſtices, on Complaint made, and on Examination, 
made an Order to remove the Child to She//ingford. It was ob- 
jected to this Order, that it was not ſet forth or adjudged to be a 
Baſtard Child; /ed non allocatur. 2. Objection, No Adjudication 
of its being likely to become chargeable ; but to this the Court 
ſaid it is a neceſſary Coniequence, becauſe it was ſaid to be but two 
Years old. As to the Statute 13 Car. 2. cap. 12. being born in 
a Pariſh doth not make a Settlement, if born in lawful Matrimony, 
for there it muſt follow the Settlement of the Father. And in 
this Caſe, being not ſaid to be a Baſtard Child, and being upon 
Complaint, it therefore ought to follow the Parents. But the 
Court held this was a Settlement by Birth, till the Parents Place of 
Settlement could be diſcovered : Therefore the Order was con- 
firmed, notwithſtanding it did not ſay it was a Baſtard Child. Ad- 
judged Paſch. 5 Ann. Reg. Sett. and Rem. 55, PBlack. 226. 

By the 10 Geo. 2. it is enacted, That from 24 June 1737. any 
Perſon who ſhall for Gain repreſent or perform any Interlude or 
Entertainment of the Stage, or or any Part therein, not having a 
legal Settlement in the Place where the ſame is ated, without 
Authority by Letters Patent from his Majeſty, or Licence from the 
Lord Chamberlain, ſhall be deemed a Rogue and Vrgabond, and 
be ſubje& to ſuch Penalties as are by the Act 12 Anne inflicted 
on Rogues and Vagabonds ; or otherwiſe ſhall forfeit 50 J. and 
be diſcharged from the ſaid Penalties. | 

No Perſon ſhall for Gain act any new Play, &c. or any Ad- 
dition to an old one, or any new Prologue or Epilogue, unleſs a

Pecuniary Penalties for Offences againſt this Act committed in 
Fugland and Wales, ſhall be recovered by Proſecution in any 
Court at W:ftminſter ; and in Scotland by Action or ſunimary 
Complaint before the Court of Juſticiary there; or throughout 
Great Britain, in a ſummary Way, before two Juſtices of the Di-

Witneſſes, or Confeſſion of the Offender ; the ſame to be reco- 
vered by Diſtreſs and Sale; or for Want of Diſtreſs, the Offender 
to be ſent to the Houſe of Correction or common Gaol, for any 


Time not exceeding fix Months without Bail. Any Perſon ag- 


grieved by ſuch Juſtice's Order may appeal to the next Quarter- 
Seſſions, the Order whereof to be final. 
Any Entertainment as aforeſaid, performed in any Publick 


Houſe, ſhall be deemed to be for Gain. | 


No Perſon ſhall be proſecuted for any Offence againſt this 
Act, but within fix Months after the Fact: And any Action com- 


menced againſt a Juſtice of Peace or other Perſon, for any Thing 
done in Purſuance of this Act, ſhall be brought within the ſaid 


"Time ; and the Defendant may plead the General Iſſue; and if a 
Verdict paſs for him, or the Plaintiff become nonſuit, Sc. he 
ſhall recover treble Cofts. 

Until 12 Ann. c. 23. there were many Acts made for relieving 
the Publick from the Inconvenience occaſioned by idle People, 


who having no honeſt Means of Livelihood wander, and by beg- 


ging live upon the miſtaken Charity or Unwarineſs of others. 
Theſe (inſtead of affording a Supply to the Gallows, and Tranſ 
portation) might be uſeful at home, if Vigilance in our Magji- 
ſtrates and of the Pariſh Officers was exerted in Execution of the 
Laws. The Increaſe of theſe People has been apparent within 
the laſt ſeven Years. When (although Thouſands of able bodied 
Land men entered, or were preſſed on Board his Majeſty's Fleet) 
there has been an Augmentation of the Land- Forces to the Amount 
of ſixty thouſand Men or upwards : And although it may be true 
that many have inliſted through the Deadneſs of Trade and Scar- 
city of Proviſions, yet the Gentlemen who bear Commiſſions in 
the Foot-Service will concur in the CharaQter of their Recruits, 
giz. That they abhor Induſtry, and not many of them ever go: 
their Bread regularly by their Labour. But it being foand by Ex- 
perience that all former Laws on this Head were ineffectual, 12 Am. 
c. 23. was made to reduce them all into one Act, and to repeal ſe- 
veral of the Laws the: ein mentioned. This Statute after five and 

twenty 
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twenty Years beiug found, ineffectual, in the tztk of his preſent 
Majeſty another Act hath been made, which (by the laſt Clauſe) 
repeals that of 12 Ann. but enacts, that all the Acts therein men- 
tioned to be repealed, are declared to be and continue repealed. 
This was Stat. 13 Geo. 2. c. 24. intitled, An get for amending and 
inforcing the Laws relating to Rogues, Vagabond, &c. But this 
Act having been alſo thought defective, hath been ſince repealed 
by Stat. 17 Geo. 2. c. 5. intitled, Ain Act to amend and make more 
effcftual the Laws relating to Rogues, &c. 

By 17 Geo. 2. c. 5. Ferſons who threaten to run away, and Stat. r7 G. 2. 
leave their Wives or Children to the Pariſh; and all Perſons who + PANE 
unlawfully return to the Pariſh or Place from whence they have dne. 
been legally removed by Order of two Juſtices of the Peace, with- 
out bringing a Certificate from the Pariſh, &c. whereunto they be- 
long; and Perſons, who not having wherewith to maintain them- 
ſelves, live idle without Employment, and refuſe to work for the 
uſual Wages, &c. where they then are; and Perſons going from 
Door to Door, or placing themſelves to beg or gather Alms in the 
Pariſhes, &c. where they dwell, ſhall be deemed idle and diſor- 
derly Perſons ; and being convicted before one Juſtice by his own Conviction by 
View, or by their own Confeſſion, or Oath of one credible Wit- one Juſtice, 
neſs, he may commit them to the Houſe of Correction to hard puniſhment. 
Labour, not exceeding one Month. 

One may apprehend and carry before a Juſtice any ſuch Perſons Any one may 
going about from Door to Door, or placing themſelves in Streets, apprehend ſuch. 
Sc. And if they reſiſt or eſcape from the Perſon apprehending Thoſe that refit 
them, they ſhall be ſubject to the ſame Puniſhment as Rogues and or eicape to be 
Vagabonds are by this Act. And the Juſtice by Warrant may p»Piſhed as 
order any Overſeer, &c. where ſuch Offender was apprehended, to e e. 
pay five Shillings to the Perſons in any Place ſo apprehending 53. deo N 
them, for every Offender. And it ſhall be allowed him in his — 
Account, producing the Juſtice's Order, and a Receipt under the 
Hand of the Perſon to whom paid. On Oath before the ſaid Ju- 
ſtice that the Overſeer neglects to pay the ſaid Sum, he may by 
Warrant, &c. order it to be levied by Sale of the Overſeer's 
Goods ; and the Overplus (if any) after the Charges ſhall be re- 
turned; and in this Caſe he ſhall-not be allowed it in his Account. 

By this Statute, all Perſons going about as Patent-Gatherers, or Rogues, Ec. de“ 
Gatherers of Alms, under Pretences of Loſs by Fire, or other {c:ites. 
Caſualty ; or going about as Collectors for Priſons, Gaols or Ho- 
ſpitals ; all Fencers and Bearwards, common Flayers of Interludes, 
and Perſons who for Hire or Reward act or perform any Interlude, 

Tragedy, Comedy, Opera, Play, Farce, or other Entertainment 
of the Stage, or any Parts or Part therein, not being authorited 
by Law; all Minitrels, Juglers, Perſons pretending to be Gipſies, 
to wandering in the Habit or Form of Zgyprians, or pretending 
to have Skill in Phyſiognomy, Palmeſtry, or like crafty Science, or 
to tell Fortunes, or uſing any ſubtil Craft to impoſe on any of his 
M ajeity's Subjects; or playing at any unlawful Games or Plays; 
Perſons who leave their Wives or Children, whereby they become 
chargeable to any Pariſh or Place; peity Chapmen and Pcdlars 
wandering abroad, not being duly licenſed by Law; and all rer- 
ſons wandering and lodging in Alehouies, Barns, Out-hovies, or 
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in the open Air, not giving a good Account of themſelves; and 
all Perſons begging, pretending to be Soldiers, &c. or pretending 
to go to work in Harveſt ; and all others wandering and begging; 
are to be deemed Rogues and Vagabonds. But this is not to ex- 
tend to Soldiers wanting Subſiſtence, having lawful Certificates from 
their Officers, or the Secretary at War, or to Mariners or Sea- 
faring Men, licenſed under Hand and Seal of a Juſtice, &c. 
(ſetting down the Time and Place of their Landing, and Place to 
which they are to paſs, and the Names of the Chief Places thro' 
which they paſs, and limiting the Time of their Paſſage) while they 
continue in the direct Way to the Place to which, &c. and during 
the Time limited; or to Perſons who work in the Time of Harveſt, 
ſo that they carry with them a Certificate, ſigned by the Miniſter and 
one of the Churchwardens or Chapelwardens, or one of the Overſeers, 
where they inhabit, declaring that they have a Dwelling-houſe there. 

The Offenders juſt now deſcribed are of an higher Nature 
than thoſe deſcribed before ; and the Offenders are deemed Rogues 
and Vagabonds, whereas thoſe were only deemed idle and diſ- 
orderly Perſons. Thus Perſons who threaten to leave their Wives 
and Children to the Pariſh, are Offenders of an inferior Claſs to 
thoſe who actually do leave, c. Again, Perſons who not 
having wherewithal to maintain themſelves, live idle, and refuſe 
to Work at the uſual Wages, are Offenders of a Claſs inferior to 
thoſe who employ themſelves in vicious Practices, for their Live- 
lihood, as Impoſtors in collecting Charities, Fencers, Bearwards, 
Wc. Again, People who beg in their own Pariſhes, are Of- 
fenders in a lower Degree than thoſe who wander, and lodge in 
Alehouſes, Barns, &c. or the open Air, not giving a good Ac- 
count of themſelves ; or wander abroad and beg. 

Now having ſhewn the Difference in Degree between the Of- 
fenders of the lower and the middle Claſs, the Reader may the 
more clearly perceive how they ſtill differ from thoſe of the 
higheſt and third Claſs, which this Statute, in the next Place, 
takes Notice of, viz. Incorrigible Rogues ; this Branch begins 
with End gatherers offending againſt 13th George the Firſt, for the 
better Regulation of the Woollen Maunufa&ure, &c. being convicted 
of ſuch Offence ; and Perſons apprehended as Rogues or Vaga- 
bonds, and eſcaped from the Perſons apprehending them, or re- 
fuſing to go before a Juſtice or Juſtices, &c. or to be examined 
upon Oath before ſuch Juſtices; or refuſing to be conveyed by 
fuch Paſs as is in this Act directed, or giving a falſe Account of 
themſelves on Examination, after Warning given them of their 
Puniſhment. All Rogues or Vagabonds who ſhall eſcape out of 
any Houſe of Correction, before the Term for which they were 
committed; and Perſons who, after having been puniſhed 28 
Rogues and Vagabonds, and diſcharged, again commit any of 
theſe Offences ; all theſe are to be deemed incorrigible Rogues, 
within the true Meaning of this Act. 

That (except the End-gatherers) the Perſons who are to be 
deemed incorrigible Rogues, are Perſons who, to their being 
Rogues and Vagabonds before, or lawfully queſtioned or pro- 
ſecuted as ſuch under the Terms of this Act, have to ſuch their 
Offences ſuperadded ſome other graſs Miſtehaviour, as eſcaping 
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Qagrants, 
from a. lawful Arreſt, or refuſing to be ameſnable to the Law, or 
repeating their former Offences, or others of equal Degree or 
Malignity. The Juſtice is directed by the Act to warn them of 
the Danger of giving a falſe Account of themſelves before him ; 
a Piece of Lenity more agreeable to the Mercy of a Britiſh 
L egiſlature, than competent to the Nature of the Offence which 
it is to prevent: For when a Vagabond, being put under the 
ſolemn Obligation of an Oath, ſhall appear ſo profligate as to 
forſwear himſelf, defying all Laws Human and Divine, it ſhould 
ſeem a Benefit to the Publick to ſend ſuch a Perſon out of the 
Kingdom. 

Whoever ſhall be found offending againſt this AR, it ſhall be 
lawful for any Perſon to apprehend the Perſon ſo offending, and 
to convey to ſome Juſtice, c. the Perſon ſo apprehended, to be 
proceeded againſt in ſuch Manner as in this Act after directed: 
And if any Conſtable neglects to uſe his beſt Endeavours to appre- 
hend or convey to ſome Juſtice ſuch Offender, it is a Negle& of 
Duty, and he ſhall be puniſhed as in this Act is after directed. 
And if any other Perſon being charged by any Juſtice, &c. ſo 
to do, neglects to uſe his beſt Endeavours to apprehend and de- 
liver to the Conſtable, or other ſuch Officer, or to carry ſuch Of- 
fender before ſome Juſtice, &c. where no Conſtable or other 
ſuch Officer can be found, ſuch Perſon ſo offending, being con- 
victed upon View, or by Oath, before one or more Juſtices, Qc. 
he forfeits ten Shillings to the Uſe of the Poor of the Pariſh, &c. 
where, Cc. to be levied by Diſtreſs, Sc. by Warrant from any 
Juſtice, c. the Overplus, after Charges, to be returned. If 
any Perſon not being a Conſtable, or other ſuch Officer, appre-

hend ſuch Rogue, and deliver him or her to a Conſtable, or 


other ſuch Officer, or convey him to ſome Juſticez or if Con- 
ſtable, or other ſuch Officer, ſhall convey ſuch Rogue or Vaga- 
bond, ſuch Juſtice, c. may reward ſuch Conſtable, by making 
an Order under Hand and Seal, upon the High or Chief Con- 
ſtable, to pay ten Shillings to the Perſon ſo apprehending, within 
one Week after Demand, and producing ſuch Order, and upon 
his giving a Receipt for the ſame, and the Treaſurer of the 
County, c. is to allow or pay it to the High Conſtable on his 
paſſing his Accounts, and delivering the Order and Receipts, and 
his own, to the Treaſurer; and the Treaſurer is to be allowed it 
at Seſſions, upon producing and delivering up his Vouchers. 
Cities, Ic. where there are no High Conſtables, the Petty Con- 
ſtables, &c. are to have Allowance upon producing and deliver- 
ing up their Vouchers. And if any High or Chief Conſtable, 
or where none ſuch, if a Petty Conſtable, &c. neglects to pay 
ten Shillings, ſuch Juſtice, &c. may by Warrant, &c. levy 20 5.

19. the Juſtices within their reſpective Juriſ- 
dictions may commit Vagrants, and other criminal Perſons charged 
with ſmall Offences, either to the common Gaol or Houſe of Cor- 
rection, as they ſhall think proper. 

Upon 12 Aun. cap. 23. one Juſtice could not make an Order 
to ſend a Vagrant to the Place of his laſt Settlement, though one 
Juſtice might make a Paſs to paſs him as a Vagrant, Inhabitants 
of Bamber verſus Inhabitants of Hannington, 2 Ld. Raym. 1360. 
but now otherwiſe, the ſaid Act of Anne being repealed, and the 
new ACt having given that Power to one Juſtice. 


This is a ſhort Abſtract of all the Laws now in Being relating 
to both the Sorts of Poar. 


2. Of Rogues and Beggars how to be puniſhed. 


A Rogue, gui oftiatim rogat, is an idle Beggar, wandering 
from Place to Place without a lawful Paſſport.

with what Force he could, to his Relief: It happened to be on 
Midſummer Day, and a great Fair then held at Cheer; where- 
upon Roger immediately got together a great lawleſs Mob of 
Fidlers, Players, Coblers, &c. and marches immediately towards 
the Earl; and the Welſb perceiving a great Multitude approaching, 
raiſcd the Siege and fled. 
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The Earl being thus freed, comes back with his Conſlable to 

Ch-/ter, and in Memory of this Piece of Service, by a Charter, 

nts to Roger Lacy and his Heirs Power over all the Fidlers, 
etchers, Whores and Shoemakers in Cheſter. 

About the latter End of the Reign of King John, or Begin- 
ning of King Henry the Third, Heger Lacy being dead, his Son 
John by Deed grants to one Hugh Dutton his Steward, and to 
his Heirs, the Rule and Authority over all the Letchers and 
Whores in all Ch-/ire, in theſe Words: Sciant preſentes & fu- 
turi quod Ego Johannes Conſtabularius Ceſtriz dedi & cancefſi & 
bac præſenti Charta mea confirmavi Hugoni de Dutton & haredi- 
bui ſuis Magiſtratum Omnium Leccatorum & Meretricum totius 
Ceſtriz fic ut liberius illum Magiſtratum tenco de Comite, ſalvo 
Jure meo mihi & Hæredibus meis his Teſtibus, &c. 

Under this Grant by antient conſtant Cuſtom, the Heirs of 
Dutton have, and do claim and enjoy a Privilege and Authority 
over all the common Fidlers and Minſtrels in Chefter, and in all 
Cheſhire to this Day, and, in Memory thereof, keep a yearly 
Court at Cheſter on Midſummer or St. John's Day, being Cheſter 
Fair, and in a ſolemn Manner ride, attended through the City to 
St. John's Church with all the Fidlers of the whole County play- 
ing before them, and then at the Court renew their Licences 
yearly. For to this Purpoſe a Court is alſo then held, where all 
the Fidlers and Minſtrels of the City and County are to attend 
and play before the Lord of Dutton ; and none ought to uſe the 
Trade or Employment of a Minſtrel or Fidler, either within the 
City of Cbeſter or County of Che/hire, but by an Order and Li- 
cence of that Court, under the Hand and Seal of the ſaid Lord 
or his Steward, 

In 14 H. 7. a Quo Warranto was brought againſt Laurence 
Duttin of Dutton, Eſq; to ſhew why he claimed that all Fidlers 
and Minſtrels of Ch;/fire and the City of Cheſter ſhould meet be- 
fore him at the ſaid City yearly on St. John Baptiſſ's Day, each 
Fidler to give him four Bottles of Wine and a Launce, and every 
Minſtrel to pay him 4 4. and every Whore in Che/ire and the 
City of Cheſter, Officium ſuum exercens, 4 d. to which he pleaded 
Preſcription. 
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And whereas by Stat. 39 Eliz. cap. 4. Fidlers and Minſtrels 39 Eliz, c. 3. 


are declared to be Rogues, yet by a ſpecial Proviſo in that Sta- 


tute, and in the Statute of 2 Jac. 1. cap. 7. an Exception is 2 Jac. 1. c. 7. 


made of thoſe in Ch-fter and Cheſbire, who ſhould be licenſed by 
John Dutton of Dutton, his Heirs or Aſſigns; and theſe Statutes 
being repealed by this of 12 Ann. cap. 23. therefore the Right 
of the ſaid Dutton, his Heirs and Aſſigns, is ſaved by the Clauſe

And therefore the Penalty of 205. in Caſe of the Refuſal or 
Delay of the Conſtable, c. to pay the Reward of 2 5. to the 
Perſon apprehending, on Demand, feems only to be in thoſe 
Caſes where there is both a Wandring and Begging. 

And note, that where corporal Puniſhments, as Whipping, &c. 
are left at the Juſtices Diſcretion, they would do well to be cau- 
tious in the Exerciſe of ſuch Power ; for Juſtices of Peace can 
have no Authority but what is given them by the plain Words of 
a Statute, which are to be ſtriftly expounded, and in no Caſe by 
Implication or Conſtruction in Favour of any Authority which is 
not warranted by the Common Law. 

M. B. was indicted at Portſmonth, for that he being an idle 
Perſon did wander in that Town, felling Wares as a Petty Chap- 
man; and upon a Demurrer to this Indictment it was inſiſted to 
maintain it, that a Petty Chapman is a Vagabond by the Statute 
39 Eliz. cap. 4. It is true by the Statutes of 8 & 9 IF. z. cop. 
25. and 9 & 10 V. z. cap. 27. ſome Petty Chapmen, (vix.) 
ſuch as ate qualified by thoſe Statutes, may follow that Occupa- 
tion; but by a Clauſe in the ſaid Statute of 9 © 10 . 3. cap. 
27, they are not allowed to do it in Borough Towns or Corpora- 
tions ; ſo thoſe Statutes do not give them Liberty to trade in ſuch 
Places; but adjudged a Vagabond, quatenus ſuch, was not indict- 
able, becauſe at Common Law a Man might go where he would; 
but if he is an idle or looſe Perſon, he might be taken up as a 
Vagrant, and bound to his good Behaviour, and might be com- 
pelled to work by the Statute of Labourers. This Indictment 
was quaſhed.

Veſtry, as the Place itſelf does from the Prieſt's Veſtments, which 
are uſually depoſited therein. 

Publick Notice ought to be given the Sunday before either in 
the Church after Divine Service is ended, or elſe at the Church 
Door as the Pariſhioners come out, both of the calling, and alſo 
of the Time and Place of the aſſembling of it; and it will be 
faireſt then to declare for what Buſineſs the ſame is to be held, 
that no one may be ſurprized, but may have full Time to con- 
ſider of what is to be propoſed z and tis uſual for Half an Hour 
before it begins, one of the Church Bells be tolled td give No- 
tice, and when they are met, the major Part conclude thoſe ab- 
ſent : And to make this Conſent more authentick, it is convenient

By the Common Law, a 
Pariſhioner may have a Right to be at the Veſtry, and if he be 
diſturbed in the quiet Enjoyment of that Right, he may maintain 
an Action againſt the Diſturber ; but then he muſt ſet forth a

wiſe it may be the Room of the Defendant, where he hath no 
Right to come.

Proceedings which happen in ſuch Aſſemblies, a Cuſtom has ob-

A Prohibition prayed to the Spiritual Court at York, ſetting 
forth, that the Pariſh of Maſham in Yorſoire was an antient Pariſh, 
and that Time out of Mind there were Twenty-four of the chief 
Pariſhioners, who all along had been called the Four and twenty ; 
and that during Time immemorial, as often as any one of them 
happened to die, the ſurviving did chooſe, and during all the 
ſaid Time uſed to chooſe, one other fit and able Pariſhioner, to 
be one of the Twenty-four ; and that within the ſaid Pariſh there 
is, and during Time immemorial there always has been, a Cuſtom, 
that the ſaid Twenty-four for the Time being have been uſed, as 
often as Occaſion, to make Rates, and to aſſeſs reaſonable Sums, 
upon the Pariſhioners and Inhabitants for the Time being, for 
the Repairs of the Church, &c. And that the Churchwardens 
have uſed to receive all Duties and Dues for Burials in the Body 
ar Iſles of the ſaid Church; and if any refuſed to pay the ſaid 
Rates for Burials, &'c. then the Churchwardens, by Warrant from 
the Twenty-four for the Time being, were uſed to diſtrain the 
Goods of the ſaid Pariſhioners ; and that the ſaid Twenty-four, 
with the Conſent of the Vicar or Curate, c. have uſed to re- 
pair the Body and Iſles of the ſaid Church; and that the Church- 
wardens, during all the 'Time aforeſaid have always uſed to give 


up their Accounts to the ſaid Twenty-four, who allowed or diſ- 


allowed them, as they ſaw expedient ; and that on the Allow- 
ance of ſuch Account, the Churchwardens have always been diſ- 
charged from giving any other Account in any other Place, &c. 
that the Plaintiffs were Churchwardens, c. for the Year 1680. 
and after their Year was ended, they gave in their Accounts to 
the Twenty-four. And that though all Pleas concerning Pre- 
ſcriptions and Cuſtoms ought to be determined by the Common 
Law ; yet the Defendant hath drawn and cited them into the 
Spiritual Court, c. to give in and paſs their ſaid Accounts 
there; and although the ſaid Plaintiffs have pleaded all the Mat- 
ters aforeſaid in the ſaid Spiritual Court, yet the ſaid Defendant 
hath refuſed to admit, or to receive their ſaid Plea, &c.
